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This I did fee taken out of the Sea by the Fifiiermen, 
among Sea*Weeds, and is foJitary. The other two ("if 
they are diftinft) I have herewith tent you, defiring 
your Opinion. Among other things which the 
Fifhermen brought up, there were divers of thoje 
Marine Animals, which by Dr, Molynettx , Philof 
Tranf. ». 125. are taken for nondefcrtpts, and refer’dee- 
the Claflss of Scolopendra Marin#, thefe our Fifhermen 
call, Sea-Mice, and are defcribed by Rondeletius, and by 
Meufct , and Johnjon , figur’d under the Title of Phyfalus. , 
but badly, I had like to have forgot obferving to you, 
that the Female Cervm Folans is pretty well reprefented 
by Moufet, in his firft table at the end of his Book, but 
without a Name, I have fent you one of them alfo, 
which was found in Coitu with the Male Elfe very diffe¬ 
rent. I (hould be glad to fee your Journal to Paris, or 
any of thefe petrified Shells you found there, if you can 
(pare them. 


VIST An Account of a young Man flaw with thun¬ 
der and Lightning, Dec. 22. 1 6yS.- from 
Balph Thoresby, Eff, F«R, S. to J 9 r. Mar¬ 
tin Lifter, Fell. Colt Fhyf and K. 

J Eremiah Skelton , who lived with his father Daniel 
Skelton , at Warley in the Vicaridge of Halifax in 
Torkjbire, obferving a Storm coming, find, f think it 
will be Rain, I will go and gather in ibtiie of the Com 
(a late Harvdft, which has been very unkindly in fume 
parts of the North) which was out at a Fafm they had 
in the Cold Edge , about a Quarter cf a Mile from their 
own Dwelling; while at this Work, bringing in a Bur¬ 
den and calling it upon the'Barn-Floor, the Tcmpelt be¬ 
gun 
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gun as be came forth again ,• whereupon he ftep’d afide 
tor fhelter within the Barn Door, and while there, was 
{truck with a dreadful Flafli of Fire j a young Woman that 
liv’d with her Father in the Houle, that belong'd to this 
Farm, being fadly affrighted with the Thunder and 
Lightning (tor part of the Sulphurous Matter came down 
the Chimney, and fill’d the Houfe with a ftrong Scent, 
like that of Gunpowder after firing) the leaves the Houfe, 
and not feeing the young Man about the Barn, goes 
with fpeed and tells the Family he was related to, that 
{lie fear’d he was {lain. They came to the Barn and found 
it even fo : A fad Spe&acle, the young Man caft down 
and many Stones about hini 5 he was laid upon his Face, 
wholly naked, fave a (mail part, of his Shirt about his 
Neck, and a very little of a Stocking upon one Foot, and 
fo much of a Coat-fleeve as covered the Wrift of one
